Statement of Condition, March 31, 1924. 
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Helping the Farmer 


Everybody wants to help the farmer in his economic diffi- 


culties. There are all,sorts of plans, public and private, legis- 
lative and commercial. Import duties on foodstuffs are raised, 
marketing corporations are formed, co-operative farmers' as- 
sociations are organized, loans are provided or projected. Yet 
somehow none of the plans seem to accomplish much. 


The farming class has been caught in a sort of economic 


trap. Food prices have gone down and labor and manufactured 
goods have gone up, so the farmer has lost both ways. It is not 
the fault of any person, group, class or nation. It is the result 
of world conditions. Big agricultural production, speeded up 
to meet war demands, have found a lowered demand and con- 
sequently lower prices for its products as war conditions dis- 
appeared. The human race would easily use all that the Ameri- 
can farms can produce, but the outer world lacks money and 
credit to buy. 


As matters stand, it seems to be mainly a case of over pro- 


duction. Manufacturers have often lost in a similar situation; 
now it-is the farmers' turn to lost until conditions improve. 


Fortunately every economic evil tends to bring its own cure. 


The economic laws operate even when human laws fail. Hard 
times on the farm drive farm workers to city factories, there- 
by lowering farm production and increasing factory produc- 
tion. That raises food prices and lowers the'prices of manu- 
factured goods, then the farmers become prosperous again for 
a while. 


Deliberate plans may help, especially plans involving co-op- 


eration among the farmers in growing, distributing and buy- 
ing. But all the time the resistless economic law works slowly 
but far more surely than legislation. Through it, if the farmer 
does not oppose its operation, he will get his inning again. 


Pensions 


The passage of a new pension bill in the senate has at- 


• tracted little attention. Yet it is a remarkable measure, every- 
thing considered. 


By this Bursum bill the senate proposes to increase Civil 


war pensions again, raising the monthly payment of veterans 
to $72 a month and of widows to $50 a month. Thus the'total 
yearly payments in Civil war pensions is to be made greater 
than ever, when the average age of the veteran is more than 
80 years and their number is reduced to about 160,000. The 
added cost is estimated at about $55,000,000 a year. 


The measure invites attention, not only because of its liber- 


ality, at a time when-the government has aimeTl to live up to 
the economical budget, but because of its bearing on pensions 
in general. Taxpayers begin to wonder what their grandchild- 
ren will be paying in pensions, or other gratuities, to the vet- 
erans of the World war 60 years hence. 


Such actionsmay serve a useful purpose because, by em- 


phasizing the costliness of war, it may stimulate renewed ef- 
forts for peace. There is reason to believe, however, that if the 
measure reaches President Coolidge he will veto it on grounds 
of economy, as President Harding did with a similar meas-

The en- 


couraging thing at .present is the evi- 
dence of a well-nigh complete return 
to normal methods of action and a 
sane public opinion. The gravity of 
guilt of this kind Is fully realized and 
publicly reprehended. There Is an 
exceedingly healthy disposition to up- 
root it altogether, and administer pun- 
ishment wherever competent evidence 
of guilt can be produced. That I am 
doing and propose to continue. 


"Another phase o£ lingering extrava- 


gance, from which. the country has 
not yet fully recoveffed, is revealed by 
a consideration of tlHubills which are 
pending be'fore the Congress, calling 
for an expenditure Ot public money. 
Exceedingly great efforts have been 
put forth to reduce the cost of govern- 
ment. Hundreds of thousands of pub- 
lice employees have been released and 
every department has been thoroughly 
deflated and placed under most com- 
petent financial 
supervision. 
The 


country as a whole is demanding with 
great vigor every possible relief from 
the burden of every unnecessary pub- 
lic expenditure. Yet nothwithstand- 
ing this, minority groups of one kind 
or another, and organizations,, some- 
times almost 
nation-wide in their 


ramifications, are making the most de- 
termined assaults upon 
the 
public 


treasury. I am advised by tjie Direct- 
or of the Bureau of the Budget that 
careful computation discloses 
that 


there are bills pending that are seri- 
ously pressed for passage, not includ- 
ing the bonus, which would increase 
the expenditures of the Federal gov- 
ernment for next year by about 
J3,- 


600,000,000. This would mean that 
outside of the Post Office Department, 
which is practically 
self-sustaining, 


the present rate of expenditure would 
be more than doubled. Each one of 
these items taken by itself 
is 
not 


large, and Its supporters argue 
that 


certainly the government can afford to 
make this small additional payment. 
But taken In the aggregate they make 
the stupendous sum I have mentioned, 
and their assumption by the govern- 
ment would mean nothing less than 
financial disaster to the Nation. The 
law of service must be applied to this 
situation. 
Our country is very rich, 


but were its possessions increased 
many-fold, it would not be warranted 
in paying out money except for value 
received. Value received on the part 
of the government is estimated by a 
general consideration of all the attend- 
ing- conditions. At present our coun- 
try does not need a greater outlay of 
expense, 
but 
a greater application 


of constructi-ve economy. 


"The same 
state 
of mind is re- 


vealed again in the .determined resis- 
tance which is made to the adoption of 
a. sound method of taxation. 
The 


main argument of the opposition can 
all be reduced to the supposition that 
the general public can be relieved of 
taxation and a greater proportion of 
taxes laid on the rich. I shall not ex- 
amine the soundness of this proposal, 
the economic injury which it would 
inflict, or its impossibilty as a workng 
principle. I mention is as another ex- 
ample of an attempt to minister to a 
supposed desire to evade the law of 
service. It seems as though the pub- 
lic is assumed to desire to have the 
advantages of a government without 
paying its part of the cost o£ maintain- 
ing it. Besides being convinced that 
such a result is utterly impossible of 
accomplishment, I am even more firm- 
of the belief that it misrepresents the 
general attitude of the public mind. 
Moreover, the success of the govern- 
ment does not lie in wringing all the 
revenue it can from the people, but in 
making their burden as light and fair- 
ly distributed as possible, 
consistent 


with the proper maintenance of the 
necessary public functions. The gov- 
ernment itself, in order to be success- 
ful, and all of those connected with it, 
must put all of their energy upon what 
they can do for the people, not upon 
what they can get out of them, 


"These are some of the reasons which 


reveal to us why, in our domestic af- 
fairs, we must- be possessed 
of' ac- 


curate information of the doings and 
needs of others, in order that we may 
best serve ourselves by serving them 
through appropriate action. We are 
all a part of one common country. To" 
be in a healthy and successful con- 
dition economically, means a free in- 
terplay of 
competition in 
service, 


based upon that mutual faith in each 
other which we term public confidence. 
Notwithstanding the disturbing char- 
acter of recent revelations, notwith- 
standing the enormous pressure for 
the passage of legislation which would 
greatly increase the cost of maintain- 
ing- the government of 
the 
United 


States, notwithstanding the failure of 
a majority of the Congress up to the 
present time accurately to comprehend 
and expeditiously to minister to the 
need of taxation reform, I believe that 
the requirements of economy and re- 
duced taxes will be met in a way not 
nconsistent with the great resources 
of our country. 


'While I have thought it 
desirable 


to point out dangerous tendencies, I 
know that with few exceptions 
the 


management of our government 
has 


been and is in honest ana competent 
hands, that its finances are sound and 
well managed, and that the business 
nterests of the nation, Including the 
owners, managers and employees, are 
representative of honorable and pat- 
riotic-motives, and that the present 
econpmic condition warrants a con- 
:inuation of confidence and prosperi- 
ty. Fundamentally, America is sound. 
It has.both the power and disposition 
to maintain itself in. a healthy eco-j 
nomic and moral- condition. 
But it 


can not do .this by turning all its' 
.noughts in on itself, or by making its 
material prosperity 
its 
supreme 


choice.

•and other peoples. There is likewise 
Involved the same law of service. 


"If our .country is .to stand for any- 


thing in the world, if it is to represent 
any forward movement -in 
human 


progress, these achievements will be 
measured in no small degree by what 
it is able to do for others. Up to a lit- 
tle more than twenty-five years ago, 
America gave almost its entire at- 
tention to self-development. 
In that 


it achieved an unequaled success. The 
service which it rendered to ethers 
was to a considerable degree/one of 
example. 
It revealed the ability of 


the people to take charge of their own 
affairs. 
It demonstrated the sound- 


ness a-nd strength of self government 
under, free institutions, while afford- 
ing a refuge for the oppressed of oth- 
er lands. 
The great influence which 


the mere existence of American insti- 
tutions exercised upon the rest of the 
world would be difficult to overesti- 
mate. At the end of a long period of 
steady accomplishments of this nature 
came the war with Spain, which left 
our country a world power with world 
responsibilities. 
It is not too much 


to say that In meeting and bringing to 
a successful conclusion that conflict 
our country performed a world ser- 
vice. 


"This was followed by a period of 


most remarkable Industrial develop- 
ment. There were great consolidations 
of properties, enormous investments 
of capital, and a stupendous increase 
of production, all accompanied by a 
growth of population reaching many 
millions. -This was our condition at 
the .outbreak of the World War. 
For 


a long time we sought to avoid this 
conflict, on the assumption that it did 
not concern us. On that subject we 
were lacking in accurate Information. 
We found, at last, that while it was 
also the grave concern of others, it 
did concern us intimately ana peril- 
ously, _ We took our part in the war 
at length, in the defense of free insti- 
tutions. 
We believe, while acknowl- 


edging that we were only one of the 
contributing' elements, that our par- 
ticipation was a decisive factor. The 
result was a demonstration of the 
strength of self governing peoples, and 
a victory for free institutions. Our 
action at this time was distinctly a 
world sefvce. America made its sac- 
rifice for what it believed 
was 
the 


cause c£j righteousness. 


"The sacrifices' made on these occa- 


sions, which resulted in a benefit to 
others, resulted likewise in a benefit 
to. ourselves. Even the 
evil 
effects 


which always arise from war and Its 
aftermath have only tempered, not ob- 
literated, these results. 
A flow of 


material resources set in toward our 
country, which is still going on. .The 
general 
standards 
of living were 


raised. In the resulting plenty many 
of the 
old hardships 
of 
existence 


were removed. Our country came into 
a position where it had a greatly in- 
creased opportunity for world leader- 
ship. In moral power it took a higher 
rank. 


"There can be little doubt that our 


presence at the treaty table softened 
the terms and diminished the exactions 
of the victorious nations, where joint 
covenants of defensive alliance were 
in part substituted for the-usual ter- 
ritorial transfers. 
Our country re- 


fused to adhere to the covenant of the 
League of Nations with a decisive re- 
j<!ction which I regard as final. Fol- 
lowing this came a continuing effort to' 
collect reparations, which 
the eco- 


nomic' chaos of Germnny-after a time 
caused to be suspended. This result- 
ed in the French seizure of the -Ruhr, 
with allied conferences, plans and dis- 
cussions for renewing payment of re- 
parations under some settled method 
of permanent adjustment. 
Although 


indirectly interested by reason of our 
commerce, and more especially 
be- 


cause of the debts due to us, in hav- 
ng a European settlement, our gov- 
ernment felt that 
the fundamental 


questions Involved in all these discus- 
sions Were the direct political concern 
of Europe. Our policy relative to the 
debts due to us from European cour£ 
tries was well known, and we refused 
to submit them to these discussions. 
This never meant that America was 
not willing to lend its assistance to the 
solution of the European problem in- 


way that did not involve us in 


their purely political 
controversies,

It is notorious that for- 
eign gold has been flowing into our 
country in. great abundance. It is al- 
together probable that some of it can 
be used more to our financial advan- 
tage in Europe than it can be in the 
United States. Besides this, there is 
the humanitarian requirement, which 
carries such a strong appeal, and the 
knowledge that out of our abundance 
it is our duty to help where help will 
be used for meeting just requirements 
and the promotion of a peaceful pur- 
pose. "We have determined to main- 
tain, and can maintain, our own po- 
liitcal independence, but our' economic 
independence will be strengthened and 
incrased when the economic stability 
of Europe is restored.
